Much o f the news that co mes to this co un­ 
try fro m any fo reign co untry ema 
n a t e s 
fro m o ur em bassies and Stuart is n o t a 
mo st reliable so urce because fo r mo re than 
three decades he has been so immersed in 
Chinese affairs that he is no t who lly o bjec­ 
tiv e. 


Well, Madame Chiang’s quiet v isit seem s 
to hav e arrested the v io lence o f the 
anti- 
Chiang pro paganda. May be her v isit, co in­ 
ciding with the Hiss case, has so meho w 
quieted the State Department, which do es 
no t wish to attract to o much and unneces­ 
sary attentio n to its amazing erro rs o f 
judgment in Far Eastern affairs. 


A study , ev en by a friendly co ngressio nal 
co mmittee, o f o ur reco rd in the Far East 
since 1933 wo uld be sho cking. I no tice that 
no o ne has y et apo lo gized to o ur o ne 
t i m e 
ambassado r to China, Patrick Hurley , who 
was right and to ld the truth and hurled it in 
the teeth o f tho se who fav o red So v iet Rus­ 
sia while drawing a pav -check fro m t h e 
American tax pay er.

o fficials who are so anx io us to get 
C h i n a 
o ut o f their hair that they wo uld be willing 
to make an unseemly co mpro mise no w in 
the ho pe that ev ents will wo rk themselv es 
o ut. The stupidity o f it is that any co alitio n 
go v ernment in China is bo und to be a Co m­ 
munist go v ernment, and that what h a p ­ 
pened in Po land, Czecho slo v akia and Hun­ 
gary will happen in China.

The situation stems from the argum ent presented before the 
Supreme Court bv Solicitor General Philip Perlm an in opposing the 
appeals of the Japanese warlords convicted of war crimea 
Perlman solemnly told the high court—even after questioning— 
that Gen Douglas MacArthur is not bound by the laws and Con­ 
stitution of the United States, while he ta Allied supreme com­ 
mander in the Far East 
The solicitor genera! argued that General MaeArthur. in his 
present post. represents all of the ll powers on the Far Eastern 
commission, not just the United States 
Therefore, he said. MacArthur must follow the FBC orders when­ 
ever they conflict with instruc tiona from the United 
States 
On the same day that Perlman presented his 
argum ent, the United States State departm ent di­ 
rected MacArthur to Institute an extensive eco­ 
nomic program in Japan without consulting the Far 
Eastern commission 
Since Soviet Ambassador Panyushkin. Russia’# representative on 
the EEC. is strongly opposed to United States views on Japan, it is 
ea.“y to see what he c an do with Perlm an’s argum ent.
